Regarding the proposed new Oriental steam- 
ship tine to which we have frequently alluded 
a Washin,ton despatch under date of the 
2ist ult. says—Iiny Hok Fong and Leuny 
Kam'‘\ing of Hongkong, president of the new 
China Commercial Steamship Company, are 

in this city, accompanied by Lyman Mowsy «! 
San Francisco, counsel for the company. They 
will leave to-morrow for St. Louis and the Ciy 
of Mexico coast before returning to San 
Francisco. ‘The first steamer of the new line, 
according to Eng Hok Fong, will leavé Hong: 
‘kong in March, The steamers will have 5,000 
tons capacity, They-will be chartered, though 
three new steamers have been ordered, The 
ports of call of the new line will be Hongkong, 
Shanghai, Moji, Kobe, Yokohama, Honolulu, 
Manzanillo, Mazotlan and San Francisco in the 
order named, the steamers leaving Sarr Francis. 
co direct for Japan. The object ofthe new line, 
said President Eng, isto build upcommerce be- 


" tween Mexico and South: America and China 


Traffic arrangements have been made with the 
Kosmos fine, -he says, for the delivery of 
Chinese and Japanese products to Panama, 
Callso and other southern poits.

But, apart from first impressions, it is a 
fraud, Its silver currency causes one first of 
all to think that way, «nd numberless irritating 
Matters assist in backing up the opinion, 

Its gharry drivers are extortionate and 
cheeky, its rikishaa dirty and the pullers ignor- 
ant and stupid. It is one of the few Rritish 
possessions that one has to speak the Janguage 
of the people, instead of their Raving to learn 
a pidgin ” or a smattering of ours. 

It is badly lighted except in the heart of the 
Town, (where no one goes at night), has 
no up to date transport, (even Colambo has 
electric lighting and cars, beside new pneu- 
matic tyred rikishas), no show place (except the 
B tanical Gardens), no comfort for visitors, a 
band, and no bandstand, no café, andin the 
principal hotel, no sign of a dressing room for 
ladies, 

It allows builders t6 put up a building in the 
busiest part of the town, viz, Battery-rd,, with’ 
out making a public thoroughfare through the 
hoarding, so that’ wayfarers must walk into the 
toad, in rain or shine, in order to reach Rafiles 
Square, 

I have heard that about a year ago the 
authorities decided to reclaim land in front of 
the post office, on the sea side, starting from 
Johnston's Pier, {am quite prepared to believe 
that the 25 stones placed on top of one another 
isthe result «f the labour for that period, as I saw 
aman and a boy” on the works yesterday, 

The residents do not want newcomers, or 
attempt to shew any Interest in them, and thoy 
do not care for the criticisms of others, 

A-smug self-satisfied little village, dumped 
down into the shiny cast.
